SANTIAGO (AFP) - Thau- 
sands of Cluleans relumed to 
their homes yesterday after 
spending the night on hills 
following a powerful 3.2- 
magnitude earthquake tliat 
killed SIX people and sparked 
tsunanu alerts as far as Jap an. 

Police and soldiers pa¬ 
trolled the streets to prevent 
looting after Tuesday's shal¬ 
low quake in the north of the 
country, and in the chaos 
some 300 inmates escaped 
after the wall of a women's 
prison collapsed in Iquique, 
the city closest to tlie huge 
quake's epicenter. 

Authorities said 110 of 
them had been recaptured, 
while copper prices in the 
major mining country 
jumped to a tliree-week lugh 


after a series of strong 
tremors caused nearly one 
million people to evacuate 
tlieirhomes along the coast. 

Chilean television showed 
sagging roofs, broken win¬ 
dows and shelves and mer¬ 
chandise on the floor at 
shopping centers in Iquique, 
located about hSOO kilome¬ 
ters ( 1 , 120 miles) no rtli of the 
capital Santiago. 

Tliousands of people slept 
in tlie op en on hills surround¬ 
ing the city during the night. 
Tliey returned home after au¬ 
dio rities lifted the tsunami 
alert 10 hours later. 

Similar evacuation wani- 
ings were issued in a ripple 
effect up the Pacific coast of 
South America and into Cen¬ 
tral Amen c a. 


Tremors were felt in Peru 
and as far inland as land¬ 
locked Bolivia. 

Across the Pacific^ Japan 
issued an alert over the nsk of 
a tsunami of up to one meter 
(lliree feel). The waves were 
expected to hit Fukushima 
prefecture, wluchwas devas¬ 
tated by a 2011 tsunami, 
Kyodo News agency re¬ 
ported, though little or no 
damage was anticipated. 
President Michelle 

Bachelet declared parts of 
northern Chile disaster zones 
and traveled to Aiica and 
Iquique to survey fire damage 
and lead relief efforts. 

She deployed troops to 
prevent looting and disorder 
from breaking out. 


Eighteen countries ratify UN treaty on 
aiTns tirade 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
A total of 13 countnes filed 
documents yesterday ratify¬ 
ing a UN treaty to regulate 
the $SD-billion-a-year con¬ 
ventional arms trade 

One year after the Anns 
Trade Treaty was adopted by 
the General Assembly, 31 
countnes have ratified it. 

Tlie treaty will take effect 
once 50 UN member states 
ratifyit. So far, 11S countnes 
have signed it. 

■It is fair to say that at the 
current pace of signature and 
ratification, the ATT could 
well enter into force in the 
second half of this year," said 
Virgima Gamba, deputy to 


the UN high representative 
for dis anil ament affairs. 

Tlie IS countries to file 
tlieir ratifications during a 
ceremony at UN headquar¬ 
ters in New York were all 
members of tlie European 
Union except for El Salvador, 
among tlie EU members sub¬ 
mitting documents were Ger¬ 
many, France and Great 
Britain. 

Tlie treaty aims to force 
countries to set up national 
controls on amis exports. 
States must assess whetlier a 
weapon could be used to cir¬ 
cumvent m mteniational em¬ 
bargo, be used for genocide 
and war crimes or be used by 


lerronsts and organized <nme. 

Tlie first major arms ac¬ 
cord since tlie 199d Compre¬ 
hensive Nuclear Test Ban 
Treaty, the ATT covers inter¬ 
national transfers of every¬ 
thing fi'om tanks to combat 
aircraft to missiles, as well as 
small arms. 

The United States -- winch 
IS tlie world's biggest arms 
producer -- signed the treaty 
only after a regulation on am¬ 
munitions was dealt witil sep¬ 
arately, providing for less 
comprehensive controls. 
Meanwhile Fats si a expressed 
reservations over the criteria 
used to authorize transac¬ 
tions.

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Australia's top court recognises 'gender neutrai' 
sex category 



S YDNEY (AFP) - Australia's 
highest court on Wednesday 
ruled that a person can be 
legally recognised as gender 
neutral, or non-specific, as 
apposed to male or female. 

"Tlie High Court., recog¬ 
nises tfiat a person may be 
neither male nor female, and 
so permits the registration of 
a person's sex as 'noii?spe- 
cific'," it said in aunammous 
judgement that dismissed a 
New South Wales slate ap¬ 
peal to recognise only men or 
women. 

The case centred on a per¬ 
son called Nome, who does 
not identify as either male or 
female, who launched a legal 


bid to introduce 
a new gender- 
neutral category. 

Norrie, who 
uses only a sin¬ 
gle name, was 
bom as a male 
and underwent 
gender reassign¬ 
ment surgery in 
1?E9 to become 
a woman. 

However, the 
surgery failed ta 
resolve Scot- 
land-bom Nome's ambiguity 
about sexual identity, 


prompting the push for 
re CO gnition of a new, non-tra- 
ditional gender. 

The sexual equality cam¬ 
paigner made global head¬ 
lines in February 2DID when 
an application to the NSW 
D ep artm ent o f Birth s, D eaths 
and Marriages accepted that 
"sex non-specific" could be 
accepted far Nome's records. 

But soon afterwards, the 
office revoked its decision, 
saying the certificate was in¬ 
valid and had been issued in 
error. At the time, Nome said 
the decision created feelings 


of being '"socially assassi¬ 
nated". 

Tliat sparked a series of 
appeals which resulted in the 
NSW Court of Appeal recog¬ 
nising Nome as gender neu¬ 
tral Iasi yeai; a decision 
wluchthe High Court backed 
on Wednesday.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ef¬ 
forts to send humans to Mars 
would likely expose tliem to 
health nsks beyond the limits 
of what NASA currently al¬ 
lows, an independent panel of 
meElical experts said 

Therefore, any long-tenn or 
deep space missions -- which 
are still decades off -- need a 
special level of etlucal 
scmtiny, said the report by tlie 
Institute of Medicine. 

■Tliese types of missions 
will likely expose crews to 
levels of known risk diat are 


beyond those allowed by cur¬ 
rent health standards, as well 
as to a range of nsks that are 
poorly charactenzed, uncer- 
taia and perhaps unforesee¬ 
able," saidtlie lOM report. 

Currently, astronauts are 
launched into low-Earth orbit, 
where they spend three to six 
months at a time ahoai'd die In¬ 
ternational Space Station.

Legalize Medical Marijuana, 

Doctors Say in Survey 

WASHINGTON - A malonty of doctors 
say that medical marijuana should be 
legalized nationally and that ft can de¬ 
liver real benefits to patients, a new 
survey by WebMD/Medscape finds. 

WebMD’s web site for health profes¬ 
sionals surveyed 1,544 doctors as 
more than 10 states consider bills to 
legalize medical manjuana. It is al¬ 
ready legal in 21 states and Washing¬ 
ton, DC. The survey found solid 
support for those legalization efforts, 
with most doctors saying medical 
marijuana should be legal in their states. They agreed that medical marijuana should 
be an option for patients. The survey included doctors from more than 12 specialties 
and 48 states. Solid data on marijuana’s health benefits are lacking. Research has been 
limited because the federal government has designated marijuana as a “Schedule r 
substance, a designation used fertile most dangerous drugs has^ng '^no accepted me¬ 
dicinal use and a high potential for abuse.” The Epilepsy Foundation rec^tly called 
on the Drug Enforcemerrt Administration to relax its restrictions on marijuana so that 
it can be properly studied.

"In the first phase, 1,500 
bicycles will be provided and 
they will all be electric," dis¬ 
tributed across 120 bike 
stands^ a Madrid city hall 
spokeswoman told AFP. 

Spamsh firm BonoPark 
has got the 25-million-euro 
(S35 million) contract to 


build the parking stands and 
install the bikes, equipped 
with electric motors that 
help propel them when ped¬ 
alled. 

It has yet to be confirmed 
how much users will have to 
pay for the use of the bikes. 

The noifhem Spanish city 
of San Sebastian alreadjr has 
electric shared bikes, but the 
scheme is a first for Madrid, 
where cycle lanes are rela¬ 
tively Ecai'ce.

Mad IS part of an 884-mil- 
li on-euro traffic 

management scheme which 
will create some 60 kilome¬ 
tres (37 miles) of cycle lanes 
m Madrid's streets.

PARIS jAFP) - The Moon was formed about 95 million years after the birth of our Solar 
System, in a collision that also settled the structure of Earth as we know it, according 
to the latest attempt at dating that impact. A study in the Journal Nature said the crash 
between an earty, proto-Earth and a Mars-sized object that dislodged what would be¬ 
come the Moon, happened some 4.470 billion years ago-give or take 32 million years. 
Apart from creating our satellite, the event is also believed to have marked the final 
phase of Earth's core formation from molten metals sinking to the centre from a su- 
peidiot surface. Previous estimates had ranged from an "early" impact about 3D million 
years after the start of the Solar System, to a later one as much as 200 million years 
after. The Solar System itself is known to be4.5S7 billion years old thanks to accurate 
dating of some components of meteorites - the oldest materials to be found on our 
planet. Earth is believed to have formed at sometime during the first 150 million years. 
Many earlier age estimates had been based on measuring the rate of radioactive decay 
of atomic nuclei found in rocks.
